To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Liskeard. 


Mi’.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  estimated  population  of  No.  7  Health  Area  on  the  30th  June,  1972, 
was  56,4-80.  This  represented  an  increase  of  1,290  over  the  corresponding 
figure  for  1971.  In  the  Liskeard  Rural  District  and  the  Borough  of 
Saltash  the  increase  was  340,  in  Torpoint  Urban  District  280,  in  St. 
Germans  Rural  District  270,  and  in  the  Borough  of  Liskeard  70.  In  the 
Looe  Urban  District  an  insignificant  decrease  of  10  in  the  population 
was  recorded. 

Live  births  registered  during  1972  totalled  823,  a  reduction  of 
32  on  the  high  figure  of  the  previous  year.  The  corrected  birth  rate  at 
16.1  per  1,000  of  population  was  1,3  per  1,000  above  the  national  rate. 
Illegitimate  births  totalled  62  representing  7.5$  of  all  live  births, the 
same  percentage  as  in  1971.  The  rate  for  still  births  was  slightly 
under  the  national  figure  and  that  for  infant  mortality  slightly  above 
the  national  rate.  Of  the  16  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  9 
were  lost  in  the  critical  first  four  weeks  after  birth.  No  death 
attributable  to  maternal  causes  occurred  during  the  year. 

Deaths  totalling  781  showed  an  increase  of  2  on  the  1971  figure, 
and  produced  a  corrected  rate  of  11.5  per  1,000  of  population  to  set 
against  the  national  rate  of  12,1.  A  breakdown  of  the  principal  causes 
of  death  again  showed  heart  disease  to  be  the  most  common  cause  of  death 
being  responsible  for  37$  of  all  deaths.  Next  in  order  cancer  caused 
21$  of  all  deaths  and  as  is  usual  now  cancer  of  the  lung  and  windpipe 
was  the  most  prevalent  single  type  of  that  generally  fatal  disease.  Of 
the  781  persons  who  died  during  1972  some  386  or  49$  had  reached  or 
exceeded  the  age  of  75  years  at  the  time  of  death. 

During  1972  the  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  was  comparatively 
light  with  a  total  of  81  cases  being  notified.  Of  this  total  70  were 
due  to  measles.  Of  the  more  serious  forms  of  notifiable  disease  there 
was  one  case  only  -  a  meningococcal  meningitis.  The  patient  involved 
suffered  a  severe  fulminating  attack  of  this  infection  and  outcome  was 
unfortunately  fatal. 

As  far  as  tuberculosis  was  concerned  the  year  1972  was  an  uncommonly 
good  one  during  which  two  new  cases  only  were  notified.  One  was  a 
respiratory  infection  of  a  24  year  old  female,  the  other  a  non- 
respiratory  infection  of  a  91  year  old  male.  During  the  year  3  deaths 
were  attributed  to  respiratory  tuberculosis.  All  three  persons 
concerned,  two  male  and  one  female,  were  aged  75  years  or  more  at  the 
time  of  death. 

The  vital  statistics  used  in  making  up  the  Annual  Report  are 
received  during  April  and  early  May  of  the  year  following  that  to  which 
the  report  refers.  Thus  the  statistics  setting  out  deaths  during  1972 
were  received  on  the  10th  April,  1973  whilst  those  relating  to  live 
births,  still  births,  and  infant  deaths  did  not  come  to  hand  until  the 
2nd  May,  1973.  Until  these  statistics  are  received  it  is  not  possible 
to  commence  the  preparation  of  an  Annual  Report  which  would  be  of  any 
real  value  to  the  District  Council  to  which  it  is  addressed,  or  to  those 
Departments  of  the  Government  which  receive  copies  of  the  Report. 

However,  under  arrangements  for  the  restructuring  of  Local  Government 
the  six  County  District  Councils  to  whom  since  1948  I  have  submitted 
Annual  Reports  will  at  the  end  of  March  1974  cease  to  exist  in  their 
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present  form,  and  their  functions  and  duties  will  "be  taken  over  by  the 
new  large  Caradon  District  Council  which,  already  in  existence  in 
shadow  form,  will  become  fully  operative  on  the  1st  April,  1974.  At 
that  same  time  in  1974  the  appointment  I  now  hold  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  will  cease  to  exist.  With  this  combination  of  circumstances 
it  would  seem  to  me  difficult  if  not  impossible,  and  something  of  a 
pointless  and  un-necessary  exercise  to  produce  in  the  summer  of  1974 
six  Annual  Reports  for  1973  direct  to  District  Councils  which  no  longer 
exist.  Moreover  my  personal  circumstances  are  such  that  if  a  scheme 
for  early  retirement  to  be  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  National 
Health  Service  Reorganisation  legislation  came  in  effect,  I  would  very 
likely  retire  on  or  before  the  31st  March,  19ri4« 

From  what  I  have  written  in  the  paragraph  immediately  preceeding 
this  it  appears  to  me  possible  and  indeed  probable  that  this  is  the 
final  Annual  Report  I  shall  be  submitting  to  you#  At  the  time  of 
writing  I  have  served  for  just  over  25  years  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  six  County  Districts  in  South-East  Cornwall  and  it  seems 
an  appropriate  time  to  offer  to  the  Members  and  Officers  of  those 
Councils  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  support  and  understanding  I  have  had 
from  them  over  the  years .

There  was  an  excess  of  2k  births  over  deaths  during  the  year.  Of  the 
216  births  some  17  were  illegitimate  giving  a  percentage  figure  of  7.9%, 
This  was  only  slightly  in  excess  of  the  Health  Area  figure  of  !»%%• 

The  most  prevalent  form  of  cancer  causing  death  was  that  affecting  the 
lung  and  bronchus.  This  form  of  cancer  was  responsible  for  12  deaths, 
of  whom  8  were  males. 

Of  those  who  died  during  the  year  some  kh%  had  reached  or  exceeded 
the  age  of  7%  years  at  the  time  of  death,, 

Notifiable  Disease  (other  than  tuber culosis) 

The  incidence  of  this  group  of  diseases  was  very  light  during  1972. 

In  all  16  cases  were  notified  of  which  lb  wore  due  to  measles. 

Tuberculosis 


For  the  first  tine  for  many  years  no  cases  of  this  infection  were 
notified,  nor  were  any  deaths  attributed  to  this  disease. 

At  the  end  of  1972,  there  were  6  known  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
and  3  known  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  resident  in  the  Rural 
District. 

National  Assistance  Act,  I9I18 

No  action  under  Section  h7  of  this  Act  was  required  during  the  year. 
Water  Supply 

Such  difficulties  as  do  arise  in  this  field  are  in  respect  of  those 
private  supplies  on  more  Isolated  farms  and  to  isolated  dwelling  houses. 

In  these  cases,  and  especially  where  the  source  is  a  shallow  spring,  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  ensure  a  consistently  wholesome  supply  of 
water,  and  users  are  advised,  and  made  aware  of  the  potential  hazards  of 
such  supplies. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Details  of  the  many  schemes  promoted  by  the  Council  whether  completed 
and  in  use,  under  construction,  or  planned,  are  contained  in  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  completion  of  a  sludge  drying  plant  now  under  construction  at 
Liskeard  will  greatly  ease  the  problem  of  handling  the  large  amounts  of 
this  material  from  the  Council’s  numerous  sewage  disposal  works,  and 
from  the  many  septic  tanks  serving  private  dwellings.

Food 


The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  premises  where  food  is  handled 
i3  good. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  concern  about  the  risks  of  cross 
infection  from  uncooked  and  potentially  infected  food  e,g.  meat,  poultry, 
to  prepared  foods,  and  to  working  surfaces,  catering  equipment,  and 
kitchen  equipment  is  timely  since  this  is  not  uncommonly  found  to  be  a 
means  of  causing  food  poisoning. 

Factories  Act ,  1961 

No  difficulties  in  the  operation  of  this  Act  were  experienced  during 

1972.

Water  Supply 

The  major  portion  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  with  piped  water 
from  the  St,  Gleer  treatment  works  of  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board,  The 
District  i3  well  served  by  a  network  of  trunk  and  branch  mains  from  the 
reservoir  at  St,  Cieer.  There  has  for  some  time  been  concern  with  the 
quality  of  water  supplying  the  villages  of  Warleggan,  Mount  and  St.  Neot 
which  has  not  been  treated  but  steps  were  in  hand  during  the  year  under 
review  for  bringing  treated  water  to  these  villages  by  an  extension  of 
mains. 

(1)  Quality 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  from  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board 
source  is  very  good  and  no  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

The  Board's  staff  take  regular  sanples  and  these  are  subjected  to  both 
chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination.  A  pH  value  of  7.0 
is  maintained  and  daily  samples  of  raw  and  settled  water  are  taken  to 
ensure  that  this  standard  is  achieved.  The  Board's  staff  also  arrange 
for  checks  to  be  made  for  the  presence  of  fluoride  at  six  monthly 
intervals  and  I  have  received  no  report  that  any  w-as  detected. 

In  1972  33  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  by  my  Department  for 
bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Plymouth. 
There  are  in  the  Rural  District  many  isolated  farms  and  cottages  which  . 
still  do  not  have  piped  water  supply  and  have  to  rely  on  private  springs 
and  boreholes.  The  quality  of  these  supplies  vary  considerably  and  the 
only  satisfactory  method  of  obtaining  a  standard  on  which  to  work,  is  for 
each  source  to  be  sampled  regularly  over  a  given  period,  but  unfortunately 
due  to  staff  problems  this  is  not  always  possible.  Where  water  supplies 
are  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  the  occupier  of  the  premises  is  advised 
to  boil  and  an  inspection  is  made  of  the  source  and  improved  protection 
works  are  recommended  and  this  often  has  the  effect  of  improving  the 
quality  of  the  water.

(2)  Quantity 

There  is  no  shortage  of  water  within  the  Liskeard  Rural  District 
and  in  spite  of  the  continuous  development  taking  place  in  the  various 
villages  the  Board  has  been  able  to  keep  an  adequate  supply.  In  1972 
the  Board  did  not  take  any  steps  to  carry  out  fluoridation  of  water. 


The  treatment  of  the  water  at  the  St.  Cleer  works  ensures  that  a 
neutral  water  is  supplied  throughout  the  net  work  of  pipelines  in  the 
Rural  District.  There  is  therefore  no  danger  of  corrosion  of  metal 
pipes.  In  spite  of  the  comprehensive  regional  x>rater  scheme  which  has 
been  carried  out  over  the  past  years  throughout  the  Rural  District  there  is 
bound  to  be  many  farms  and  isolated  dwellings  idiich  have  their  own  pri  rate 
water  supply.  These  supplies  are  invariably  acid  in  nature,  but  with 
the  general  use  of  plastic  pipes  and  plastic  storage  tanks  there  is  no 
problem  due  to  corrosion.  There  is  very  little  lead  piping  remaining  in 
the  district,  as  much  of  what  was  present  has  now  been  replaced.

During  1972  the  sewerage  schemes  in  the  villages  of  Henwood  and 
Trevelmond  were  fully  completed  and  the  works  were  in  operation. 

In  the  village  of  Polperro  work  was  completed  on  the  extension  of  the 
sewer  from  Killigarth  to  the  village  system.  In  addition  work  was  put  in 
hand  for  the  installation  of  a  macerator  at  the  outfall.  Unfortunately, 
complaints  were  received  during  the  end  of  the  summer  season  of  smells 
occurring  in  the  village  when  the  pumps  were  operating  in  the  Killigarth 
area.  The  Council’s  Engineers  were  asked  for  a  report  on  this  and  the 
Council  was  expecting  the  report  towards  the  end  of  the  year  under  review. 

It  was  particularly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the 
year  work  commenced  on  the  Lerryn  and  Golberdon  sewerage  schemes.  Both 
of  these  villages  have  had  considerable  public  health  nuisances  due  to 
the  absence  of  adequate  drainage  systems  and  I  am  sure  that  both  of  these 
schemes,  in  addition  to  benfiting  the  public  health  of  the  area,  will 
also  improve  the  amenities. 

The  one  village  which  work  did  not  commence  on  was  at  Lanteglos 
Highway  and  the  Council  was  very  alive  to  the  need  for  an  adequate 
drainage  system  there.  The  delay  was  due  to  protracted  negotiations 
on  the  purchase  of  the  land  and  it  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped  that  work 
will  proceed  during  1973  on  this  scheme. 

In  addition  to  providing  the  villages  which  lack  drainage  with  this 
amenity  the  Council  have  had  to  continue  to  enlarge  and  improve  existing 
works  to  cope  with  the  increased  volumn  of  sewage  from  new  development. 

The  Engineers  had  under  investigation  the  works  at  St.  Cleer,  Pelynt, 

St,  Neot,  Menheniot,  St.  Keyne,  Lanreath,  Common  Moor,  Duloe  and  Mount. 

In  addition  the  Council  decided  to  co-operate  with  the  St.  Germans  R.D.C. 
to  provide  a  new  Callington/Pensilva  sewerage  scheme  to  cope  with  these 
combined  areas.  This  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Engineers  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

I  reported  in  1972  on  the  problems  that  had  to  be  faced  due  to  the 
difficulty  of  drying  sludge  in  the  sludge  drying  beds  at  the  various 
works.  It  is  gratifying  therefore  to  be  able  to  report  that  work 
commenced  on  a  Central  sludge  drying  plant  situated  within  the  Borough 
of  Liskeard  which  would  be  jointly  used  by  that  Council  and  the  Rural 
District.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  be  in  operation  towards  the 
end  of  1973.  When  this  has  been  completed  it  will  be  able  to  take  not 
only  the  sludge  from  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works,  but  also  the 
sludge  from  private  septic  tanks,  which  at  the  moment  is  being  spread 
on  land  and  is  causing  a  public  health  nuisance  as  well  as  giving  rise 
to  a  risk  of  Salmonella  infection  in  cattle.  The  Council  also  intends 
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to  use  a  tanker  to  take  the  sewage  from  the  various  works  to  the  sludge 
drying  beds  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  also  be  used  to  provide 
some  emptying  service  to  owners  of  private  septic  tanks. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  Council  continued  to  view  the  need  for  an  additional  large 
toilet  block  in  the  village  of  Polperro*  The  Council  decided  during  the 
year  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  the  car  park  at  Fishna  Fridge  on 
which  there  is  at  the  moment  a  small  unsatisfactory  toilet  block  with  a 
view  to  this  being  demolished  and  a  new  block  erected.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  will  proceed  during  1973. 

The  Council  continued  to  provide  these  facilities  in  the  rural 
district  and  tenders  for  new  toilet  blocks  were  accepted  for  Tokenbury 
near  Pensilva  and  at  Frogmore,  Lanteglos.  Both  of  these  areas  are 
frequented  by  local  inhabitants  and  visitors  and  it  was  considered  that 
the  facility  would  be  a  useful  amenity  as  well  as  abating  any  public 
health  nuisances  which  can  occur  when  these  facilities  are  not  available. 

Public  Health  Nuisances 

I  reported  in  1971  that  we  had  not  received  the  number  of  complaints 
of  nuisances  due  to  smell  from  intensive  agricultural  farming  units. 

Again  during  the  year  under  review  very  few  complaints  had  been  received. 

However,  an  unusual  number  of  complaints  were  received  regarding 
noise  nuisances  and  in  some  cases  we  were  able  to  have  minor  sound 
proofing  works  carried  out  to  mitigate  the  nuisances.  In  no  case  were 
they  really  serious. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  is  a  service  which  is  continually  growing  and  is  a  particularly 
difficult  one  to  administer  in  the  summer  season  when  there  is  a  large 
influx  of  visitors,  with  a  particular  concentration  of  people  in  the 
caravan  sites  on  the  perimeter  of  the  town  of  Looe.  In  order  to  cope 
with  this  ever  growing  demand  the  Council  decided  to  purchase  a  60  cu.  yd. 
Revopaic  vehicle  and  an  order  was  placed  for  this. 

One  of  the  matters  which  I  am  very  pleased  to  report  is  that  the 
Council  during  this  year  decided  in  conjunction  with  the  Borough  of 
Liskeard  and  the  Urban  District  of  Looe  to  operate  a  free  collection  of 
bulk  refuse.  This  was  done  on  two  Fridays  in  each  month  within  the 
Rural  District.  The  service  started  in  May  of  1972  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  nearly  one  hundred  requests  had  been  received  from  residents  in 
the  Rural  District  to  remove  bulky  refuse  articles  which  could  not  be 
taken  by  the  normal  refuse  lorry,  I  am  sure  we  shall  see  a  considerable 
improvement  in  the  countryside  now  that  this  facility  has  been  established 
as  part  of  the  Council's  service. 

The  Council  continued  to  supply  standard  dustbins  to  premises  in  the 
Rural  District  and  this  has  now  effected  a  considerable  improvement  on  the 
type  of  containers  which  are  placed  out  on  collection  days.  It  is  much 
more  pleasant  for  the  men  to  handle  refuse  in  properly  covered  bins  than 
it  was  in  the  days  when  all  types  of  containers  were  used  for  refuse 
collection. 

Refuse  disposal  continued  at  the  Connon  Bridge  central  tip  where  one 
hundred  per  cent  controlled  tipping  is  adhered  to.  In  addition  to  the 
refuse  from  the  Rural  District,  that  from  the  Urban  District  of  Looe  and 
the  Borough  of  Liskeard  is  also  disposed  there.  No  rodent  infestation 
was  detected  at  any  time  during  the  year  and  no  public  health  complaints 
tjere  received. 

The  Council  during  the  year  under  review  put  in  hand  proposals  for 
the  purchase  of  a  further  8  acres  of  land  adjacent  to  this  tip  to  cope 
with  the  disposal  of  refuse  for  the  next  15  years.

in  1972  the  Polperro  refuse  tip  was  closed  and  the  refuse  from  that 
village  was  carried  to  Connon  Bridge * 

A  further  supply  of  concrete  litter  bins  were  purchased  and  placed  in 
various  parts  of  the  rural  district  during  the  year.  These  bins  are 
covered  and  contain  two  large  metal  litter  baskets  with  the  entry  through  a 
post  box  type  inlet.  The  litter  is  kept  dry  and  does  not  blow  around  and 
without  any  doubt  at  all  the  use  of  these  bins  has  effected  a  considerable 
improvement  in  the  area. 

Rodent  Control 

The  rodent  control  service  continued  throughout  the  year  and  was  made 
use  of  by  all  private  occupiers  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  for  whom 
a  free  service  is  given. 

During  1972  the  Council  started  to  operate  a  Contract  Service  for 
farmers  and  this  proved  very  successful  and  by  December  38  farm  premises 
had  contracts  signed.

During  1972  there  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
applications  for  Discretionary  Grants,  but  the  number  of  Standard  Grants 
fell  off.  The  increase  in  Discretionary  Grants  was  without  doubt  due  to 
the  7$%  grant  in  development  areas,  in  which  this  Councilfs  area  is 
included.  With  the  increase  in  the  number  of  dwellings  which  have  been 
provided  with  at  least  the  standard  amenities  one  would^  expect  a  fall  off 
in  applications  for  this  type  of  grant.  There  was  an  increase  of  lli  in 
the  number  of  applications  received  for  conversion  of  properties  into 
dwellings  and  this  is  without  doubt  due  to  the  popularity  of  utilising 
the  good  stone  buildings  which  are  in  this  area.  The  Council  did  its 
best  to  ensure  that  the  use  of  grants  were  put  to  the  best  advantage  in 
meeting  the  housing  need  of  the  ai strict  and  tried  to  stop  giving 
Discretionary  Grants,  where  it  was  obvious  that  the  property  would  be  used 
for  second  homes  or  holiday  lets. 

At  this  stage  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  report  a  considerable  concern 
in  the  number  of  dwellings  which  are  being  purchased  in  the  villages  in  the 
rural  district  for  second  homes.  This  demand  has  created  a  rise  in  prices 
and  local  people  are  now  unfortunately  unable  to  buy  these  cottages  as  was 
the  practice  in  the  past.  The  other  difficulty  is  that  many  of  our  villages 
become  very  fdead*  during  the  months  when  these  properties  are  not  occupied 

by  their  owners. 


Slum  Clearance 

I  reported  in  1970  that  Slum  Clearance  procedure  had  not  been  proceeded 
with  during  that  year.  The  position  was  much  the  same  in  1971  and  is  again 
so  in  1972.  Cottages  in  the  rural  district  are  now  in  great  demand  and 
people  are  prepared  to  pay  considerable  sums  of  money  to  purchase  them  and  to 
modernise  and  bring  them  up  to  standard.  I  am  sure  that  within  the  rur ai 
district  very  little  demolition  procedure  will  be  followed  in  the  next  few 

years.

Swimming  Pools 

The  six  swimming  pools  continued  in  operation  in  the  rural 
district.  These  are  in  caravan  sites  and  hotels  and  it  was 
necessary  to  take  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
check  on  the  residual  chlorine  content.  In  all  cases  these 
were  satisfactory. 

Caravans  and  Camping  Sites 

We  had  hoped  that  by  1972  steps  would  have  been  put  in  hand 
to  set  up  the  gypsy  site  in  the  area,  but  unfortunately  the 
Comity  Council  still  had  difficulty  in  purchasing  the  land. 

I  reported  in  1971  that  additional  Planning  permissions 
were  being  given  for  touring  caravans.  During  the  year  under 
review  it  was  found  that  considerable  use  was  being  made  of 
these  and  much  less  indiscriminate  camping  was  noted.  The 
number  of  touring  vans  coming  into  the  area  are  increasing 
annually  and  it  is  difficult  to  know  at  what  stage  the  demand 
will  be  really  met.  During  the  year  under  review  a  Site 
Licence  was  given  for  units  at  Tregoad.  In  addition  12 
premises  were  registered  by  the  Caravan  Club  and  obtained 
Certificates  for  the  use  of  land  for  not  more  than  five 
caravans  at  one  time. 

The  use  of  caravan  and  camping  sites  in  the  district  adds 
a  considerable  volumn  to  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  one  has  to  bear  in  mind  that  in  addition  to  the  control  of 
the  site  itself  these  now  have  swimming  pools,  shops,  restaurants, 
etc.,  which  require  visiting  in  order  to  ensure  that  a  reasonable 
standard  is  maintained. 

Food 

(1)  Slaughterhouse  s 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  rural  district 
and  the  majority  of  the  meat  consumed  is  obtained  from  the  abbatoir 
situated  within  the  Borough  of  Iaskeard.  The  meat  is  inspected  by 
a  full  time  Meat  Inspector  employed  by  that  Authority. 

During  routine  visits  to  Butcher’s  shops  in  the  rural  district 
when  carrying  out  food  hygiene  inspections  an  opportunity  is  also 
taken  to  check  on  any  meat  on  display  and  stored  in  refrigerators. 

No  meat  had  to  be  condemned  during  the  year. 

(2)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  I960 

Without  doubt  the  greatest  amount  of  work  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  these  Regulations  occurs  during  the  summer  season 
when  a  large  number  of  food  premises  open  on  camping  sites  and  in 
the  villages  near  the  coast.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report 
again  that  in  spite  of  the  large  influx  of  visitors  to  the  area  no 
outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  were  reported. 

The  standard  now  in  most  of  the  village  shops  is  high  and  the 
licensed  premises  within  the  area  are  all  up  to  the  required 
standard. 
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I  reported  last  year  on  the  danger  of  raw  meat  coming  into  contact 
with  cooked  foods  by  people  handling  it  and  using  the  same  knife  for 
cutting  cooked  meat.  During  routine  visits  we  have  again  found  this 
practice  occurring  and  it  seems  very  difficult  to  convince  people  that 
cross  infection  can  occur  easily  when  these  two  types  of  commodities 
are  sold  and  cut  on  the  same  counter.  People  now  seem  to  accept  that 
it  is  essential  to  keep  hands  clean  and  to  wash  after  using  toilet 
accommodation,  but  the  practice  of  cross  infection  in  homes  and  in 
shops  does  not  seem  to  be  fully  appreciated.

(3)  Market  Stall  and  Delivery  Vehicle  Regulations  1966 

I  did  report  last  year  that  I  find  the  enforcement  of  these 
Regulations  very  difficult  in  the  rural  district  with  the  present  staff. 
Vehicles  keep  changing  ownership  and  many  new  vehicles  seem  to  crop  up 
which  are  unknown  to  us  until  they  are  detected  selling  food  commodities 
in  the  villages  and  this  is  particularly  so  with  greengrocery  vans.  I 
cannot  say  that  I  am  happy  with  the  enforcement  of  these  Regulations  and 
certainly  it  is  something  which  will  have  to  be  looked  at  more  carefully 
in  the  future. 

(k)  Examination  of  Food 

The  inspection  of  food  is  carried  out  during  routine  visits  to 
food  premises  and  on  the  request  from  retailers.  During  1972  the

(5)  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations 

There  are  five  registered  dairies  in  the  district,  but  no  bottling 
of  milk  takes  place. 

During  the  year  the  Cornwall  County  Council  took  9  samples  of 
pasteurised  milk,  1  sample  of  untreated  and  2  samples  of  ultra  high 
temperature  milk.  These  were  all  satisfactory. 

In  1973  no  complaints  were  received  of  extraneous  matters  being 
in  milk  bottles. 
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(6 )  Ice  Cream

There  are  no  known  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  rural  district, 
but  when  visits  are  made  to  butchers '  shops  the  opportunity  is  taken  to 
inspect  poultry  which  is  on  display  or  in  storage. 

Council  and  Private  Housing 

(1 )  Council  Housing 

During  1972  36  Council  houses  were  completed  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  Council  owned  920  dwellings. 

(2)  Private  Housing 

During  1972  one  hundred  and  forty-three  new  dwellings  were  constructed. 
Holiday  Accommodation 

Once  again  the  usual  number  of  complaints  were  received  from  persons 
occupying  holiday  cottages,  caravans,  flats  and  chalets  in  the  rural 
district.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  substance  of  the  complaint  was 
not  of  a  matter  which  could  be  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  in  many  of  the  cases  they  were  referred  to  the  Weights  and  Measures 
Inspector  for  his  attention  under  the  Trades  Description  Act. 

Factories  Act,  1961 

There  are  not  a  large  number  of  factories  in  the  rural  district. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  report  there  are  83  premises  on  the  register 
and  125  visits  were  made  to  them.  The  majority  of  the  factories  have 
mechanical  power  and  the  Council  is  only  concerned  with  sanitary 
accommodation.  During  inspections  made  under  the  enforcement  of  the 
Building  Regulations  it  was  necessary  on  several  occasions  to  require  the 
provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  for  the  use  of  workmen. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAIIMAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963  -  REPORT  FOR  1972 

The  number  of  premises  required  to  be  registered  increased  by  1 
during  the  year. 

Once  again  administration  problems  arose  due  to  premises  opening 
for  the  summer  holiday  period  only. 

The  general  conditions  of  premises  within  this  district  are  as

Cleanliness  (Section  IQ 

No  major  cleanliness  problems  were  found  but  at  the  height  of  the 
holiday  season  a  careful  watch  had  to  be  maintained.

No  overcrowding  has  been  either  found  or  reported. 

Temperature  (6)  Ventilation  (7 ) 

These  conditions  continue  to  be  satisfactory,,  The  extraction  systems 
in  the  kitchens  of  two  premises  have  been  improved. 

Lighting  (Section  8 ) 

No  complaints  were  received  and  all  the  lighting  levels  tested  proved 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Sanitary  Conveniences  (Section  9)  and  Washing  Facilities  (Section  10) 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  very  small  premises  ifhere  facilities  are 
shared,  all  premises  have  their  own  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing 
facilities. 

Floors,  Passages  and  Steps  (Section  16) 

No  accidents  ha^e  been  reported  but  it  still  remains  necessary  to 
remind  staff  not  to  use  passages  and  stairways  as  storage  spaces. 

Dangerous  Machines  (Sections  17,  18  and  19) 

No  accidents  have  come  to  my  notice.  There  seems  to  be  an  acute 
awareness  of  the  dangers  of  machinery. 

First  Aid  (Section  2h) 

All  premises  have  first  aid  kits  but  we  have  to  ask  the  occupiers 
to  replenish  the  contents. 

Abstract  of  the  Act 

A  circular  letter  has  been  distributed  to  premises  reminding  occupiers 
of  the  necessity  to  exhibit  an  abstract  of  the  act.

No  accidents  have  been  reported.
